Ev idence co ntinues to pile up that it pay s 
to be educated. Latest bit o f pro o f is a rul­ 
ing o f the U. S. Tax Co urt to the effect 
that researchers and o thers who o btain 
study grants fro m fo undatio ns and philan­ 
thro pies do no t o we inco me tax es o n them. 
The co urt ruled that such grants are gifts, 
ho no ring indiv iduals who se past achiev e­ 
ments and present capabilities merit finan­ 
cial reco gnitio n to enable them to carry 
o n their o wn pro jects o f creativ e wo rk o r 
self-impro v ement. 
The co urt spurned the co nv erse argu­ 
ment that the award o f a fello wship is ac­ 
tually a fo rm o f co mpensatio n fo r serv ices 
to be rendered to the benefacto r. 
The precedent - making decisio n affects 
3 2,000 fo undatio ns and many scientists, 
scho lars, educato rs, artists and musicians 
who hav e receiv ed fello wships fro m them. 
It rev erses a ruling made by the Internal 
Rev enue Serv ice in 19 5 1, ho lding that fel­ 
lo wship grants were no t gifts but tax able 
inco me. 
Under this ruling many hundreds o f mil­ 
lio ns o f do llars, which are paid into fo un­ 
datio ns tax free, will be disbursed similar­ 
ly . So me fo undatio ns no w receiv e millio ns 
o f do llars a mo nth in div idends. They were 
o riginally created to keep industries intact 
which wo uld o therwise hav e been so ld to 
pay inheritance tax es. 
A result o f the tax co urt’s bro ad-gauged 
ruling sho uld be to giv e the scho lar a 
heightened sense o f gratificatio n o v er his 
ho no rs transcending the mo netary . He has 
been lifted o ut o f the rut o f academic
